Ry new, I think perhaps you realize that you did me a considerable injustice* 

I am writing not. to complain but to tell you aore thing else tnet has Just hopnened that, 
toegthor with the entire history of Interferences wfth toking the rtory of what happened 
irtien their President wet* killed to the people, I hope you would like to air* i hjve not 
yet discussed it on any program, anyvjhere* 

Y?e have Just moved (the n<w? phon« is 301*2 473-0186 - now a private line)* 
Thoro is ncro than the usual chaos because we have more then the usual accumulations 
end havo tried to continue normal work. I f ve finished the ms of the fifth book, P03T 
MOEREM end try end mix the regular work of e very small pullisher, a writer, and a husband 
with a just-moved establishment. Every available bit of space in the basement is crammed 
with cartons of our possessions end ny investigative files going back to the 1930s. So, 
in today's .all, I rot a notice from Raymar, Monrovia, Calif., that they h**-d, without 
consultation, returned their entile 3tcck of PtfOT^GRAPHIC WHITEWASH. It is obvious from 
tho total the+’ they made no effort to distribute them, as it is from my p^fvious Califor- 
nia noil. As ^ believe Hal told you, x plan to go to California soon in en effort to 
fiscuac my book, particularly OSWALD IN NE”’ ORLEANS. 3 0| the: o will be no copies of the 
only book to tell the people what the government actually did to suppress the existing 
pictures of the esrcssinntion (let no odd here t v ct on accountert, Pdchard Sprague, one 
of my early ,f fcnfc" but eman 1 have n^ver met, has taken over the photographic aspect of 
my work and is doing magnificently, probably better that I could have with it, caking the 
oat important discoveries). There will not be a copy of the book that has the actual 
picture doctored by J. Edgar Hoover and misrepresented by the Comnisaicn et8ff eo that 
neither the members of the ^omission hot the public would know it shows that sixth© 
floor window end no Oswald, r.o rifle, in ifo tt the monsnt of the assassination. 

Without doubt, the coordinated campaign by the wire services end the TV nets 
befuddled the people and diminished tbe sale of oil books on the subject. 3ut that is not 
to say that no* books ever sell or can, that they are returned before any kind of a 
selea effort can be launched -end with none by the wholesaler. 

Going along with thie, Dell not only broke their agr6»?ment for OSWALD IN 
ORLEANS, they V«ve yet to give me van an eccoun ing of the soles of either .hlTE- 
V7ASE or ftHITE ASH II. For sane months I have been getting redundant reports of their 
failure to even offer them for sale. For example, ABC's mo aning TV show in Chicago c ailed 
me several ~onth- ago, to air me by phono after they read the books. I told thorn Dell 
had them rnd that certainly in ^bicago copies should be readily available. They phoned 
back to aoy they hod chockau six prime nutlets and couldn't get a clngle copy* I -a^sonally 
checked 15 airports in •» two-month peri^ end found th^ berks in only one (sad thou c*iiy 
one bo~k). Of course, no accounting, no royalties. They also do not en:wer letters, engage 
in no promotion or advertising, which is Just not he way publishing works. 

As you will see i tho prologue to 05 *ALD IN Uli ORLEANS* although the ms 
was legibly and properly adorcseed, and it we. insured fbr $200.00, it just didn’t 
reach ry New Yo*flL99»nt, John Starr (UA1-3266). Th*i nlrfat before I left for New Orisons, 
to trstify before the grand jury, I hod to package tho carbon intended for my Italian 
publi her, to send to him* It went to just the right wrong aub3tsyion, developed hat 
must be a peper magnetism, picked up the risking copy, 0 Hl*oi*\rot them both together, 
ovon though the Fcetmester had assured him the ns was not there. About two months ago 
I enkei J ohn to moil t to the aghir.rton office of the Tj- es of London, which wanted

checks at the Post Office In ’-Sechin/- ton and New York, with negative results. Then I eot 
b peckege from the Washington Postmaster, telling oe the os, which he therewith returned 
to me. had been received in Washington without any wrapper*. They have exploited fabled 
American inventiveness as it never wan before. They have manufactured a post-pffice 
denuder which cun -and in this case did - remove the outar ranlle wrapping and ix the 
inner cardborad box, without marking a single one o x' the 6C0 typed pages enclosed! 

There waa not a single, dogeared page, ; oej So, I had it hand-delivered to Ian liec^onald 
in ''eshlngton. ^e reed it, fonning e very favorable impression. At my requeat, he Bent 
It by registered mail a week ago to Jonnx Christian, Box 2850, hen •'rtmclsco, who has 
been trying to help me. 1 hod a coll from ^ohn lest evening. Ilo hasn’t yet gotten the ms. 

That p«rtlcular copy, the ribbon, copy, h“3 never once bo-n properly deliv- 
ered by the Post Office. So'oe months ego, hen the interferences bedame ju 3 t too lntol- 
jrable, I made fbrmel ocraplalnt. There was an invostigution, like tha ’S'orren u onnission*B. 

t turned up not o single one o the n& ry undelivered books wo hod railed out (oil with 
printed return-addrsseee end tbs assurance of peyraent of return postage), not n single 
case of the per haw a a hundred in which two Df.ckogee tied together had lost one in the 
mail l ago In, despite th© return sddress), not a single case in which the ?.0. had set 
the undelivered merchandize anside for Bale, os they do. I was ensured this is merely 
the absolute zenith of custorery inoffeclency achieved in tho glorious tradition of 
Franklin and based on continuous experience back to that era. 

I could go on and on-how two months of rail all roache my English agent on 
n single day (having cost ms 3rltiah publication of CHITEVfA'31) , how ‘.he complete ms of 
'AHITII ASK II never reached him, how tho return of the incomplete ms was acconranied 
by overt and r-icordei opening of the psetage, end of the many things that people mail 
me that do not reech. 

This add 8 up to whet a Congressmen told mo in mid 1965 (when I wouldn’t 
believe it), that I am being wetchea closely and followed behind. I think 1: is net 
less thaji outrageous that such things car. and do hn- en in our country. It in ao blatant 
*haft in overabor 1965 J. Edgar Hoover issued s pree statement refuting chargee then 
no* yet made, mine exclusively but never made in public. They did not ep ear until the 
next month, -ith publiosticn of WIT3WA&H II. Ho did not newer ^bot I said, could not, 
but pretended to. I phone tho FBI for s copy of the proas release. No mere functionary 
could take care of that. It required that 1 apeak tc a special assistant. This 1 did.' He 
romised :-.e a cory. You know? x paid my shore of the cost of that copy and cf the salar- 
ies of all involved. I never got it. 1 wrote Hoover personally, figuring why bother 
with the more, fallible nortole? Ke has yet to answer, yet to send me a copy. Of course, 
very vsord an eared in the *ew York Times. But where I wants' an effioial copy to quote 
verbatim, is was denied me. 

**7 mail, fro T both overage citizens and those working In the field, tells 
m that those who read PHOTOGRAPHIC •tEITSTAt'H consider it perhs-a the teat yot. But 
unless Haul Elder has e few copies, Bnd except fbr the very few bookstores to whom we 
sent, unordered, a vary small supply, still hove tl.c-m, no citizen cf ^ el if omit (or 
west of tha cost coast) con get a Co y In a berkstoro.

For practical purposes, people can get ‘his book only from me. They hove bean 
denied knowledge of it b-cauce tha media hovs refused to mention it. Without exception, 
ecery radio «ud TV station an i net * huve asked for foirneas-doctriLe time to respond t.o 
the -lofltant lies of that lickspittle Roberts has refUoed itj Now whst ho did, actually, 
was not only enti ely false but also actionable. It wa 1 i belli tue. CBS even pli-giarlzcd. 
They made no a lb :o nee to re or -y work, although it ie 1 who first sur -estedythet ‘hey 
udtiratcly did (Hal taes romc of tho correspondence), save for their corrupt dectrirs. Then 
they tock frea the hot- cm of o ge 47 of V-HITE'-SA^H wh t they claimed os their own new 
discovery in tho Z&pruder film, tha bit obout the shaking of* the camera st Frame 130.
